YCF Aids Young Voters By 
Explaining Regulations 


The Youth Citizenship Fund has bi-partisan support from such 
members of its Advisory Council as Senator Bob Dole (Chairman, 
Republican National Committee), John W. Gardner (Chairman, 
Common Cause), and Lawrence F. O’Brien (Chairman, 
Democratic National Committee), has sent to Dr. Theodore R. 
Mosch (Assistant Professor of Political Science) their latest 
publication --Voting Rights and Residency. It is specifically 
designed to aid young voters. 

This book is especially convenient for anyone who hasn’t 
registered for any of the upcoming elections and should be par¬ 
ticularly helpful to students at UTM. 

Tennessee’s voter 
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registration laws go like this: 
You must register by April 4 for 
voting in the Presidential 
Preference primary set on May 
4. Statewide primary elections 
are set for August 3 with a 
registration dealine set for July, 
You must register by October 6 
or you can’t vote in the 
November 1972 General 
Flection Tennessee Law 
requires no durational 
requirements before you can 
vote In any election. You 
must be 18 by May 4 and August 
3 to vote in the Primary Elec¬ 
tions and November 7 for the 
General Elections. You may 
also, if you wish, vote 
“Absentee" by mail 
A student may register in his 
college town if he becomes a 
legal resident of the county. The 
law does not “...make a 
distinction between qualifying 
to vote and other matters 
requiring legal residence’’— 
Tennessee Attorney General’s 
office. It is for each county 
election commission to 
determine whether a student is 
a legal resident of that county. 
There are no special cir¬ 
cumstances for students: each 
case is decided according to the 
facts and its merits. In order to 
become a legal resident, a 
person must file an affidavit 
stating that he intends to 


remain a legal resident of the 
county. 

However, Tennessee’s 
practices toward students are 
under challenge in the case of 
Wiltshire vs. Ferrell. 

With regard to Absentee 
registration: The county 

election commission is 
authorized to register absentee 
voters who are required by 
regular business or occupation 
or illness to be absent from the 
place of their legal residence at 
the time of registration. State 
law, however, sets forth no 
procedure by which this may be 
accomplished. The usual 
procedure is that the voter will 
be registered if his application 
contains sufficient information: 
name; place of residence; 
statement that he will be 
eighteen by the date of the next 
election and will have resided In 
the state one year and the 
county for three months by the 
date of the next election; 
whether the applicant is a 
native born or naturalized 
citizen; his color his voting 
precinct including county post 
office; his martial status; his 
vocation; whether he has ever 
been disqualified as a voter by a 
court, and if so, by what court 
restored to citizenship; the type 
and date for which the voter

should be notarized. Such ap¬ 
plication must be made no later 
than 30 days prior to the elec¬ 
tion. 

Now for Absentee Voting: 
Absentee ballots are available 
for primary, general, special, 
and local elections. Any 
registered voter who by reason 
of business, occupation, health, 
education, or travel is required 
to be absent from the county of 
his residence on election day, or 
who is required to be absent 
because of religious ob¬ 
servances may apply for an 
absentee ballot. 

An eligible voter may vote 
absentee by appearing per¬ 
sonally at the office of the 
County Election Commission 
within the posted hours not 
more than 20 days nor less than 
five days before the day of 
election. The county election 
commission office shall be open 
a minimum of three consecutive 
hours each week day including 
Saturdays between the hours of 
8 a.m. and 6 pin. during the 15 
day period for absentee voting 
by personal apperance. The 
application and ballot shall be 
completed at one appearance. 

A voter desiring to vote ab¬ 
sentee by mail shall request in 
writing over his signature, not 
more than 40 nor less than eight 
days before the day of election, 
of the county election com¬ 
mission an official absentee 
voting by mail application. If 
the written request contains the 
necessary information required 
by the application it may be 
treated as an application. The 
completed application must be 
signed, and in the case of those 
ill or disabled, accompanied by 
a physician's certificate and 
sworn, and sent to the office of 
the County Election Com¬ 


mission 

The absentee ballot must be 
filled out before an attesting 
official and the accompanying 
affidavit signed and sworn to 
before the official, who then 
certifies the affidavit with his 
signature. The completed forms 
and ballot must be returned to 
the office of the county election 
commission by the day of the 
election.

During the latter part of fall 
quarter, Dr. Jimmy Trentham, 
Chairman of the Department of 
Biological Sciences, submitted 
a letter of resignation as head of 
that department. 

There has been much 
speculation as to the reason for 
his action, the most likely being 
that he wished to once again 
concentrate on classroom in¬ 
struction. Department heads 
are usually waded down with 
paperwork, and as a result they 
can only reach a certain 
number of classes. 

Dr. McGehee asked Dr 
Trentham to reconsider his 
decision over the holidays 
before the chancellor acted 
upon it. Dr. Trentham has not 
yet met with Dr. McGehee since 
the holidays, and it is not known 
at this time whether or not Dr. 
Trentham will, remain in his 
present position, or whether he 
will indeed return to full-time 
teaching. 


Student Music Contest Is April 29 


The Second Annual Honors 
Solo and Ensemble Music 
Contest will be held at the 
University of Tennessee at 
Martin, April 29, Dr. Ernest 
Harriss, chairman of the 
Department of Music, has 
announced. 

Performers in grades 9-12 
who receive first division 
ratings at regional solo and 


ensemble festivals will be 
eligible to participate in the 
competition. 

According to Dr. Harriss, 
special awards and recognition 
will be accorded to those who 
demonstrate superiority to 
adjudicators for the event. The 
multistate contest offers a 
unique opportunity for division 
one students to test their 


musical talents on a highly 
competitive basis, he added. 

April 15 has been set as the 
deadline for the acceptance of 
entrance fees which must ac¬ 
company official applications to 
the contest. Applications and 
details on the contest will be 
mailed to music directors 
before March 1.

so. The notebook of proposals 
and ideas is about three inches 
thick which indicates the 
comprehensiveness of the 
study. 

Among the various proposals, 
for example, is the idea of a 
Century Club in which a group 
of students and faculty (eg.-100 
students and 6 faculty) can 
relate particular subjects 
commonly taken by one student 
in an interdisciplinary ap¬ 
proach which gives attention to 
the individual student’s in¬ 
terests. Another proposal is put 
forth which would allow for an 
inter-quarter period in January 
which would give the individual 
student time to undertake a 
specific project entirely during 
that time span. This is 
somewhat comparable to the 
innovation of this sort at 
Lambuth College and other 
private institutions. The 
committee has given serious 
consideration to proposals 
which involve placement at a 
level appropriate for each 
student.

Staff And Students Show 
Approval Of Optional MS

Many people were proud to see ROTC become an optional 
course here last quarter. No doubt different groups were glad for 
various reasons. 

Some were happy to see the change simply because they did not 
want to take ROTC and are largelyapathetlctoward the depart¬ 
ment. Nevertheless, those connected with the department, both 
instructors and students, as a whole also seem to be pleased with 
this “experimental’’ quarter in ROTC. 

Christopher Crump, Brigade Commander, was glad to see 
ROTC made optional for PE. “I had always thought ROTC should 
be made optional ever since I started to school here,” says 
Crump, a junior. 


The general concensus among 
students and instructors in the 
department is that student 
participation in ROTC classes 
was better last quarter. Most of 
them credit this to the fact that 
those taking ROTC last quarter 
were basically taking it by 
choice. 

Brigade Commander Crump 
thinks student interest and 
participation in the department 
may have been a result of 
having a more “knowledgeable" 
group of students. Many of last 
quarter’s students were high 
school ROTC cadets. 

Those who thought the course 
would become more difficult 
when ROTC became optional 
might have been surprised had 
they taken it last quarter. Most 
of the cadets claim the grade 
curve was no higher last 
quarter than it had been. 

MS I student Richard Blythe, 
whose main reason for taking 
ROTC last quarter was to avoid 
taking PE, thought the course 
was easy. 

According to Major Winterle, 
the grades in his MS I classes 
didn’t seem to range any higher 
than usual. He attests this 
mainly to the fact that his 
students receive only one hour’s 
credit for the course and, 
consequently, devote less time 


to studying ROTC than to tneir 
other subjects. 

Captain Marquette says drill 
posed a slight problem at the 
first of the quarter because the 
decreasing size of the brigade 
left more commanders per 
cadet than has been the case. 
Marquette claims, however, 
that they were able to use this 
situation to an advantage and 
that, consequently, the cadets 
were given more personal at¬ 
tention on the field than before. 

“Actually, drill turned out to 
be sort of a student teaching 
program for the advanced 
cadets,” claims Marquette. 

Haircut policies were the 
same last quarter as they had 
been last spring quarter, but 
instructors found that last 
quarter’s cadets were much 
more cooperative with the 
policy. Chris Crump says the 
ones who fail to cooperate are 
usually students who are having 
to repeat the course. 

Students and instructors have 
different opinions about why the 
majority of the cadets take 
ROTC. Creg Neefe frankly 
admits that he probably never 
would have taken advanced 
ROTC had his drafthumber, 68, 
not been so low.

Many in¬ 
structors believe, however, that 
most of those in ROTC now are 
people who would have gone 
advanced even if their draft 
numbers hadn't been low. In 
fact, some of them think that 
the winding down of the Viet¬ 
nam War will cause the number 
of cadets who enlist in advanced 
ROTC for draft evasion pur¬ 
poses to show a decrease. 

Instructors in our ROTC 
department think the success of 
our optional ROTC program in 
comparison with similar 
programs in other colleges has 
been “above average.”

are being proposed to make 
registraton more efficient. 
Hopefully, much of the next 
registration will be consolidated 
under one roof. 

“The business office has 
lentatively agreed to move its 
operations to the basement of 
the gym in the Fieldhouse next 
quarter,” states Dean Allison. 
This will relieve us of Ihe 
congestion in the fee-paying 
area as has always been the 
case in the Adminstration 
Building. 

There is also a possibility 
that, beginning next fall 
quarter, seniors will be allowed 
to register early so they can be 
certain to get the courses they 
will have to have in order to 
graduate. By this method, when 
a senior applies for his senior 
classification, he will draw a 
card to see with which section 
he will register. All registering 
seniors will be dispersed among 
the first three or four groups 
registering. . 

Another possible innovation 
for next fall quarter involves 
issuing packets at the Ballroom 
in half-hour slots instead of one- 
hour slots as has been practiced 
in the past.

The University of Tennessee 
at Martin was elected to as¬ 
sociate membership in the Na¬ 
tional Association of Schools 
of Music at the 47th annual 
meeting of the association held 
November 22 in Boston, Mas¬ 
sachusetts. 

Dr. Ernest Harriss, chair¬ 
man of the UTM Department of 
Music, represented the univer¬ 
sity at the meeting. 

Membership of the associa¬ 
tion includes 382 universities, 
colleges and conservatories in 
the United States. A total of 
18 new schools were admitted 
to membership at this meeting, 
and 13 schools were promoted 
from associated to Institutional 
membership. 

The three-day program in¬ 
cluded such speakers at the 
general sessions as Dr. Bryce 
Jordan, president of the Uni¬ 
versity of Texas, Dallas; Dr. 
Howard Hanson; Allen Sapp, 
director of the Arts/Worth Pro¬ 
ject; and Grapham Down of the 
College Entrance Examination 
Board. Tuesday morning was 
reserved for attendance at a 
rehearsal of the Boston Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra. 

The NASM is designated by 
the National Commission on 
Accrediting as the responsible 
agency for the accreditation of 
all music degree curricula with 
specialization in the fields of 
applied music, music theory, 
composition, music therapy, 
musicology, and music as a 
major in liberal arts programs. 
Its deliberations play an Im¬ 
portant part In music educa¬ 
tion trends in this country.

Education Administration. 
Governor Dunn's Advisory 
Committee on the Governance 
of Higher Education made 
several recommendations. The 
Committee opposes the "one- 
board” concept adopted by New 
York, Wisconsin and North 
Carolina The “one-board” 
concept calls for a single 
operating board. Under such a 
system the University of 
Tennessee campuses, the six 
state universities, and the 
community colleges would be 
operated by one board. The 
Advisory Committee Concluded 
that the government of so many 
separate campuses with the 
single board and staffwould not 
permit the governing board to 
give adequate time and at¬ 
tention to each of the in¬ 
stitutions. 

The Advisory Committee 
recommended retaining the 
governing structure of the 
University of Tennessee 
System in its present form 
which is the University of 
Tennessee Board of Trustees. 

The Committee also 
recommended that a State 
University System be 
established with its own board 
to govern the six universities 
now regulated by the State 
Board of Education. They 
recommend that the Board be 
composed of eight citizen 
members appointed by the 
Governor, one from each 
congressional district, plus the 
Governor, the Commissioner of 
Education, and the Executive 
Director of the Tennessee 
Higher Education Commission. 
This would make a total of eight 


members. 

The new State University 
System would be headed by a 
chancellor who would be equal 
to the President of the 
University of Tennessee. By 
setting up a staff devoted en¬ 
tirely to the planning and 
management of the six 
universities headed by an ex¬ 
perienced educator who has had 
top-level administrative ex¬ 
perience in a university, the 
Committee believes a more 
efficient management could be 
obtained. 

The Commission recom¬ 
mended that eventually the 
community colleges should 
have their own Board, but at 
present they should continue to 
be governed by the State Board 
of Education. 

With these changes the 
Advisory Committee on the 
Governance of Higher 
Education believes that the 
state will have a better 
arrangement for operating its 
higher educational system in 
the future. They plan for an 
overall coordination of the three 
boards: each of which has 
operative responsibility for a 
manageable group of in¬ 
stitutions. The State Board of 
Education would continue to 
operate the community colleges 
at least for the time being, and 
the vocational and technical 
schools. The new State 
Universities Board would 
operate the six regional 
universities, and the University 
of Tennessee Board of Trustees 
would operate the five cam¬ 
puses of the university system. 


McGehee Sees 1972 As 
Year For Greatness 


“Faith/’ the great Danish 
theolgian Sren Kierkegaard 
defined as a quality that cannot 
be defined at least not by any 
rational standards and also as 
something that is beyond 
human comprehension and 
expression and wisdom. 
Kierkegaard said faith is “a 
great leap” from unbelief to 
belief without any reasonable 
explanation for leaping. 

CHANCELLOR LARRY 
McGEHEE said: “We expect 
1972 to be that kind of year at 
the University of Tennessee al 
Martin -- that is, a year of ‘a 
great leap.' ” 

The leap that Chancellor 
McGehee refers to is converting 
a promise into a reality. The 
promise is the peculiar 
potential this particular public 
institution possesses. This 
potential is the primary goal of 
the University of Tennessee at 
Martin. 

THE CHANCELLOR EX¬ 
PLAINS that "The goals of the 
campus can become means 
rather than ends, and methods 
rather than goals.” 

UTM’s philosophy of un¬ 
dergraduate education has been 
widely accepted and heralded 
by educators outside the state 
as a courageous departure from 
the increasing “sameness" of 
most public universities. 

McGEHEE SAID: “Per¬ 
sonally, I think UTM is a good 


university witn a great future, 
and I am very proud to be here 
and to be back home in West 
Tennessee. I hope we shall have 
many opportunities, and in¬ 
dividually, to demonstrate our 
pride and our faith in this 
university and this “leap for¬ 
ward” year. 

During his brief time on 
campus Chancellor McGehee 
has been busy. 

HE BEGAN WITH a meeting 
of students in the ballroom to 
answer questions and ask a few 
From there he began to attend 
student functions, as well as 
faculty and civic functions. 
McGehee has recently spoken to 
several banquets for campus 
organizations as well as for 
civic organizations of the 
surrounding area, and alumni 
associations of several counties. 

The McGehee's have en¬ 
tertained the students, faculty, 
non-academic staff, as well as 
Martin merchants and UT 
Weakley County alumni in their 
home.
